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In  this  time  of  world  uncer- 
tainties and  upheaval,  the  minds 
of  men  turn  more  strongly  to 
thoughts  of  those  things  which 
do  abide.  One  remembers  a 
statement  made  by  Mr.  Winston 
Churchill  in  the  midst  of  World 
War  II,  "I  hope  our  education 
will  become  broader  and  more 
liberal".  The  immediate  survival 
of  the  Western  world  requires 
the  skills  of  the  technologies,  but 
our  ultimate  development  de- 
pends upon  education  through 
the  arts  and  humanities  to  seek 
truth  and  to  understand  moral 
values. 

ROTC  students  making  satis- 
factory grades  are  exempt  from 
draft,  but  80  of  our  students  vol- 
unteered for  active  service  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  first  semes- 
ter this  year.  Although  Presby- 
terian College  has  had  a  wait- 
ing list  in  September  for  each 
of  the  past  six  years,  alumni  aid 
in  locating  worthy  applicants 
for  this  fall  is  needed,  if  a  full 
student  body  is  to  have  the  bene- 
fits of  the  liberal  arts  education 
under  Christian  influence  on  the 
Presbyterian   College  campus. 

Let  every  loyal  PC'un  resolve 
to  do  his  part.

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TRIUMPHS 

of  the  Bible 

IN  BRAZIL

Brazil — discovered  by  Pedro  Alvares  Cabral, 
sailing  for  Portugal,  in  1500  A.D. — has  had  a  con- 
tinuous, though  somewhat  troublous,  history  for 
450  years.  For  350  years  the  Bible  was  practically 
unknown.  That  Book  which  has  played  such  a  large 
part  in  forming  the  composite  character  of  our  own 
nation  was  forbidden,  or  hidden,  from  the  people 
of  that  great  country. 

This  was  accomplished  in  part  by  direct  plan- 
ning of  enemies  of  the  Word  of  God  and  in  part 
by  general  ignorance.  Up  until  100  years  ago  the 
people  of  Brazil  were  87  percent  illiterate;  so  even 
had  the  Bible  been  in  the  hands  of  every  Brazilian, 
870  out  of  every  1,000  could  not  have  read  it.  Never- 
theless, in  these  450  years  Brazil  has  made  great 
strides  forward  and  although  she  still  has  57  per- 
cent illiteracy,  the  country  is  working  hard  to  elimi- 
nate this  situation. 

During  the  years  that  material  progress  has 
been  made,  spiritual  progress  has  lagged  sadly  be- 
hind because  the  great  leading  light  of  the  Gospel 
has  been  smothered.  It  was  not  until  some  ninety 
years  ago  that  the  Bible  began  to  be  set  free.  The 
results  have  been  stupendous.  With  the  entrance 
into  Brazil  of  the  evangelical  missionaries  and  the

one  of  the  Blue  Stockings'  ace  tackles.  Altogether 
he  accumulated  12  letters  while  playing  football, 
baseball  and  basketball  at  Presbyterian. 

coming  of  the  British  and  American  Bible  societies, 
the  Brazilian,  for  the  first  time,  has  a  chance  to 
know  God's  word.  Robert  E.  Speer  said: 

"Not  one  person  in  a  thousand  in  South  America 
would  have  seen  a  copy  of  the  Pible  if  the  evangel- 
ical church  had  not  taken  it  to  them." 

After  23  years  of  intimate  association  with  the 
work  in  Brazil,  I  wonder  if  he  might  not  have  been 
a  bit  too  high  in  his  estimate.  While  all  too  few 
Brazilians  know  and  follow  that  Book  yet  and  all 
too  many  cannot  read  it,  great  progress  has  been 
made  and  even  greater  progress  is  in  the  making. 
This  progress  is  noticeable  both  in  secular  and  in 


religious  education.  The  government  in  these  last: 
five  years  has  been  promoting  hundreds  of  adult 
night  schools  in  which  many  are  learning  to  read 
and  write.  The  youth  of  Brazil  are  hungry  for 
knowledge,  and  you  would  find  a  far  lower  per- 
centage of  school  age  boys  and  girls  who  do  nott 
know  at  least  how  to  read  and  write  than  the  aver- 
age for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

In  spite  of  all  the  efforts  made  to  suppress  itl 
and  the  fact  that  it  was  unknown  for  300  years  and' 
all  too  few  know  it  today,  the  Bible  is  the  most: 
powerful  book  in  Brazil.  It  is  doing  great  things  in 
the  lives  of  those  who  have  the  privilege  of  reading 
it  and  the  number  of  those  who  have  this  privilege 
is  constantly  growing.  There  is  now  a  Brazilian 
Bible  Society  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Ameri- 
can and  British  Bible  Societies.  It  is  only  about: 
two  or  three  years  old,  but  the  infant  is  rapidly 
learning  to  walk  alone. 

For  23  of  the  90  years  that  the  Bible  has  been; 
offered  to  the  Brazilians,  I  have  had  the  privilege 
of  having  a  small  part  in  that  glorious  work.  Having 
been  graciously  invited  to  write  this  article  for  the 
Alumni  News,  I  take  great  pleasure  as  an  old  PC'un 
to  tell  you  something  of  what  I  have  seen  and  heard 
of  the  results  of  sowing  the  Word. 

Since  the  last  World  War  it  has  been  impossible 
for  any  one  of  us  to  keep  a  stock  of  Bibles  on  hand. 
The  Bible  Society  would  just  divide  out  among  its 
retailers  the  books  they  could  get  in  and  every 
time  we  got  in  a  new  stock,  it  would  be  sold  out  in 
a  few  days.  I  took  back  to  Brazil  in  1946  a  friend's- 
gift  designated  to  buy  Bibles  and  to  give  them 
away,  but  I  was  never  able  to  get  more  than  one- 
third  enough  to  supply  the  demand  of  those  who, 
wanted  them. 

You  would  have  to  live  with  those  who  have 
had  their  lives  changed  by  the  influence  of  the 
Word  really  to  appreciate  it.  Knowing  that  I  can- 
not possibly  show  you  what  I  have  seen  and  heard 
others  tell,  I  shall  still  try  to  give  you  something 
of  what  is  happening  in  individual  lives  and  com- 
munities. When  a  person  comes  to  know  the  Saviour 
through  His  Word,  his  very  face  seems  to  change. 
They  have  been  living  in  uncertainty  and  super- 
sitition,  never  finding  satisfaction  for  the  longing 
God  placed  in  the  human  heart.  In  that  Travesty 
of  Religion  which  has  given  them  a  serpent  when 
they  asked  for  a  fish  and  a  stone  instead  of  bread, 
they  can  find  no  satisfaction.  After  the  people  come 
to  know  the  Love  of  God  and  His  plan  of  Salvation 
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as  it  is  presented  in  all  of  its  majestic  simplicity 
in  the  Gospels,  they  have  something  they  can  hold 
on  to — something  that  not  only  appeals  to  their 
hearts  but  satisfies  their  minds  also. 

The  glory  of  the  work  out  there  has  been  not 
only  in  seeing  the  fruit  of  the  preaching  of  the 
Word  but  especially  the  results  of  the  Bible  alone 
almost  without  the  aid  of  human  hands.  For  exam- 
ple, an  old  couple  received  a  Bible  and  began  to 
read  it,  not  knowing  that  the  evangelical  church 
existed.  They  had  never  heard  a  sermon,  but  one 
day  the  old  man  said  to  his  wife:  "Wife,  our  church 
is  wrong.  It  is  not  following  this  book,  and  this 
is  the  Word  of  God.  We  are  going  to  follow  this 
law."  When  the  minister  came  that  way  they  were 
ready  to  make  their  profession. 

In  another  case,  when  the  first  evangelical 
minister  went  to  the  city  of  Sorocaba  in  the  state 
of  S.  Paulo,  he  was  received  by  a  man  in  whose 
house  he  preached.  The  man  had  a  Bible  that  his 
mother  had  left  to  him,  saying:  "Son,  I'll  never 
live  to  see  it,  but  some  day  there  will  appear  here 
a  man  who  will  preach  what  is  in  this  book.  You 
will  see  him,  but  I  won't  You  keep  this  book  and 
read  it  and  be  ready  when  he  comes."  We  do  not 
know  where  she  received  the  Book  or  how  she 
knew  that  a  preacher  would  come,  but  the  man 
was  ready  to  help  with  the  preaching  when  he  did 
come. 

In  the  little  gold  mining  town  of  Bagagem — 
later  called  Estrella  de  Sul  (Star  of  the  South)  in 
honor  of  the  large  diamond  that  was  found  there — 
a  young  boy  would  slip  away  from  his  home  to 
attend  the  Protestant  Sunday  School  conducted  by 
an  American  missionary,  the  Rev.  Charles  Morton. 
Rev.  Morton  gave  him  a  Bible  which  he  prized  very 
much.  He  took  it  home  and  showed  it  to  his  mother 
and  read  it  to  her.  She  said,  "Yes,  Son,  that  is  a 
good  book,  but  it  is  a  Protestant  Bible.  There  is 
a  better  one,  the  Catholic  Bible."  The  lad  went  to 
the  local  priest  and  asked  him  for  one.  The  priest 
promised  to  get  one  but  kept  putting  it  off  until 
one  day,  tired  of  being  pestered  by  the  boy,  he  told 
him  to  just  read  the  one  he  had  since  there  is  only 
one  Bible.  Time  passed,  and  the  young  boy  grew 
up  and  moved  away.  He  did,  as  so  many  do,  put  his 
Bible  away  and  forgot  about  it.  Then,  long  after- 
wards, when  so  crippled  that  he  could  no  longer 
teach  school  or  work  around  his  farm,  he  began 
reading  the  Bible  again.  For  some  time  I  had  heard 
about  this  man  on  a  farm  near  one  of  my  Bible 
groups.  Then  one  day  I  went  to  see  him  and  preach- 
ed in  his  house.  After  visiting  him  for  some  months, 
I  had  the  joy  of  receiving  him  into  the  church  on 
profession  of  faith  and  baptism,  42  years  after  Rev. 
Morton  gave  him  the  Bible.  "Thy  Word  shall  not 
return  unto  Thee  void." 

Manuel  Rodrigues  lives  back  on  the  very  fringe 
of  civilization,  in  a  new  section  of  the  interior  state 
of  Goyas.  He  is  one  of  a  large  number  of  people  who 
are  opening  up  the  far  west  of  Brazil.  A  great  wave 
of  migration  has  swept  into  that  section,  coming 
from  all  the  states  of  the  union  but  especially  from 
the  neighboring  state  of  Minas  Geraes.  They  are 
rolling  back  the  frontier  of  the  country  and  plant- 
ing new  homes.  Rodrigues'  farm  has  been  hewn 
out  of  what  was  a  few  years  ago  a  vast  virgin  for- 
est that  spread  away  to  the  great  tributaries  of  the 
Amazon  River.  I  asked  him  one  day  if  he  were  a 
Believer  before  he  left  Minas  and  told  he  was 
not.  He  said  he  had  a  neighbor  who  was,  and  this 


man  used  to  invite  him  to  come  to  his  house  to  at- 
tend worship.  Rodrigues'  was  afraid  to  go,  for  he 
was  scandalized  that  his  neighbor  did  not  keep 
the  taboos  of  his  religion.  Then  he  moved  West, 
and  one  day  while  helping  a  friend  with  some  work, 
they  went  into  the  house  to  get  out  of  the  rain. 
While  waiting  for  the  rain  to  pass,  Rodrigues  picked 
up  a  little  book  that  was  lying  on  the  table  and 
began  to  read  it.  He  had  never  seen  one  and  didn't 
know  that  it  was  a  New  Testament,  but  he  liked  it. 
He  asked  his  neighbor  where  he  got  that  book, 
and  the  man  said,  "Oh!  someone  gave  it  to  me.  I 
can't  read,  so  if  you  want  it,  take  it."  Thus,  al- 
though he  had  refused  the  invitations  to  attend  ser- 
mons he  became  a  Believer.  And  now  Rodrigues 
and  his  family  are  the  mainstays  of  a  thriving 
congregation  that  is  one  of  many  that  have  sprung 
up  in  the  region. 

Time  and  space  are  not  available  in  which  to 
tell  you  of  all  those  who  have  come  out  of  dark- 
ness into  the  Light  and  who  with  shining  faces 
now  go  about  life  with  a  smile  and  a  hope  that  is 
based  on  the  blessed  assurance  of  Christ  and  His 
love.  There  is  the  story  of  the  life  of  Jose  Alve 
Ferreira.  Dissatisfied  with  his  religion  that  gave 
no  satisfaction  and  disgusted  with  what  he  saw  in 
Spiritualism  that  is  rife  in  Brazil,  he  bought  a  Bible 
and  found  peace  and  has  shown  many  others  the 
way  to  peace. 

There  is  the  young  business  man  who  was 
only  a  boy  when  we  went  to  his  town.  He  was  raised 
in  the  Sunday  School  and  knows  and  loves  God's 
Word.  He  is  not  ashamed  to  stand  up  for  the  prin- 
ciples of  Christ  in  a  corrupt  business  world  and  in 
the  city  counsel  where  he  is  secretary. 

So  Brazil — progressing  materially  in  giant 
strides  and  growing  in  population  by  leaps  and 
bounds — presents  one  of  the  greatest  challenges  to 
the  evangelical  church  that  we  have  ever  had  any 
where  in  the  world.  The  evangelical  church  in 
Brazil  is  said  to  be  the  fastest  growing  church  in 
the  world,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil 
is  one  of  which  the  two  main  Presbyterian  churches 
here  in  the  U.  S.  may  well  be  proud.  She  is  a  true

The  report,  kept  separately  from 
Walter  Johnson  Club  contributions, 
indicated  gifts  had  been  given  for 
the  following  purposes: 

Auditorium— $1,000;  H.  E.  Mont- 
gomery Scholarship — $200;  Endow- 
ment —  $152.50;  Athletics  —  $135; 
Memorial  Building — $50;  Contrib- 
uted directly  to  college— $362.62; 
Unrestricted— $592.

Teams  Open  1951  In  Top  Style 


Presbyterian  College  athletes  are  setting  an 
impressive  pace  in  the  1951  sports  picture.  With 
five  sports  completed,  Blue  Stocking  teams  can 
boast  two  state  championships,  one  second  place 
and  a  third  place  so  far  this  year. 

It  is  Presbyterian's  best  record  to  date  in  the 
present  era  of  high-powered  athletics  when  smaller 
colleges  usually  get  pushed  into  the  background. 

The  Blue  Stockings  opened  1951  in  a  blaze  of 
glory  by  capturing  the  South  Carolina  and  Little 
Four  basketball  championships  with  one  of  the 
highest  scoring  teams  in  the  nation. 

Then  came  the  spring  sports  program  which 
found  PC  walking  away  with  its  11th  consecutive 
state  tennis  championship.  Trackmen  breezed  in 
second  in  Palmetto  competition,  and  the  baseball 
team  wound  up  in  the  number  three  spot.  At  the 
same  time,  PC  golfers  posted  their  best  record  to 
date,  dominating  the  Little  Four  league. 

TENNIS 

Frank  Spears,  junior  from  Greenville,  was  the 
ace  performer  of  PC's  1951  tennis  team  which  an- 
nexed its  11th  straight  title  in  the  state  tournament. 

As  usual,  the  tournament  was  staged  on  Pres- 
byterian's all-weather  courts  (May  3-5),  and  Spears 
stroked  his  way  to  the  singles  crown  and  a  share 
of  the  doubles  championship.  Don  Warthen  of  Ashe- 
ville,  N.  C,  teamed  with  him  for  the  winning 
doubles  combination. 

In  regular-season  competition,  the  Hosemen — 
coached  by  Jim  Leighton — posted  a  record  of  15 
victories  and  6  defeats  playing  against  some  of  the 
top  college  teams  in  the  South. 

They  swept  through  all  South  Carolina  op- 
position, handing  two  losses  each  to  the  University 
of  South  Carolina,  Furman,  Wofford,  Erskine,  and 
the  College  of  Charleston.  Among  the  out-of-state 
victims  were:  George  Washington  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia,  North  Carolina  State,  Florida 
Southern  and  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  Naval  Station. 

Presbyterian  lost  to:  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Duke,  the  University  of  Florida,  Kala- 
mazoo, Davidson  and  Rollins. 

Other  squad  members,  besides  Spears  and 
Warthen,  included:  Ken  Thompson,  Joe  Dodd,  Ed 
Montgomery,  Bill  Bradley,  Bill  Toole,  Jimmy  Wil- 
liams, Righton  Lyndon  and  Amador  Flynt. 
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TRACK 

If  track  meets  could  be  won  on  first  places 
alone,  PC  would  now  be  holding  its  fifth  state  track 
championship.  However,  the  Hosemen  had  to  settle 
for  a  strong  second  in  the  24th  annual  South  Caro- 
lina Intercollegiate  Track  and  Field  Meet  held  on 
the  Presbyterian  track,  May  11-12. 

Blue  Stocking  cinder  experts,  coached  by 
Lonnie  S.  McMillian,  proved  their  superlative  qual- 
ity by  winning  first  places  in  seven  of  the  15  var- 
sity events.  But  Clemson  was  overwhelming  in 
depth  and  won  the  meet  with  74  2/5  points.  Pres- 
byterian finished  with  53  2  5  points;  Citadel  20  1  5; 
Wofford  17;  and  Furman  0.  The  University  of 
South  Carolina,  1950  champion,  did  not  field  a 
track  team  this  year. 

Clemson  also  captured  the  freshman  meet 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  varsity  competition, 
racking  up  88  points  to  second-place  PC's  27. 

Led  by  fleet-footed  Tommy  Jordan  of  Bishop- 
ville,  S.  C.,  Presbyterian's  varsity  squad  showed 
up  particularly  well  in  the  dashes.  Jordan  was 
second  in  individual  scoring  by  virtue  of  victories 
in  both  the  100  and  220-yard  dashes  and  a  slot  on 
the  winning  relay  team. 

George  Fleming  of  Honea  Path,  S.  C,  captured 
the  440-yard  dash  for  the  second  straight  year  and 
anchored  the  relay  team.  Other  PC  first  were: 

Javelin— Walter  Gooch  of  Rock  Hill,  S.  C. 

Broad  Jump— E.  M.  Watt  of  Sumter,  S.  C. 

High  Jump— Charles  Smith  of  Mullins,  S.  C. 

Relay  Team— (Bobby  Barcliff  of  Charlotte, 
Jordan,  Ken  McCutcheon  of  Dillon,  S.  C,  and 
Fleming). 

On  the  freshman  front,  Presbyterian  could 
win  only  two  first  places.  Victory  went  to  Marcus 
Prince  of  Charlotte  in  the  two-mile  run,  and  to 
Ray  Smith  of  McClellanville,  S.  C,  in  the  440. 


GOLF 

Presbyterian  golfers  stroked  their  way  to  one 
of  their  best  seasons  in  years. 

Paced  by  W.  J.  McBrayer,  Jr.,  of  Rome,  Ga., 
the  team  won  five  matches  and  lost  three  during 
regular  season  play.  Two  of  the  losses  were  ad- 
ministered by  powerful  Clemson.  Along  the  Little 
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Four  front,  PC  whipped  both  Wofford  and  New- 
berry  twice  each. 

The  top  men  hitting  with  McBrayer  were: 
Mike  Sholar  of  Greensboro,  N.  C;  Sherwood  Jack- 
son of  Portsmouth,  Va.;  and  Bobby  Edens  of  Lum- 
berton,  N.  C. 

BASKETBALL 

Presbyterian's  greatest  cage  team  in  history 
treated  fans  to  a  colorful  brand  of  basketball  which 
led  to  national  recognition  while  winning  South 
Carolina  honors. 

The  Blue  Stockings,  with  a  record  of  17  wins 
against  9  defeats,  wound  up  in  a  burst  of  score- 
glory.  They  bucketed  the  overall  state  champion- 
ship, swept  through  the  Little  Four  Tournament 
with  scores  of  103-60  (against  Newberry)  and  102- 
100  (against  Wofford),  and  posted  these  records: 

1 — A  new  state  high  average  of  81.7  points  per 
game,  third  nationally  among  small  colleges  and 
greater  than  any  major  college   team. 

2 — A  new  South  Carolina  scoring  record  of 
2,123  points  for  the  season,  surpassing  the  old  mark 
by  almost  500  points. 

3 — The  state's  top  single-game  scorer;  Forward 
Dwight  Groninger,  who  fired  41  points  in  one  night 
against  North  Georgia  College. 

4 — South  Carolina's  only  team  to  go  over  the 
century  mark  in  three  games,  hitting  103  points  on 
two  occasions  and  102  on  the  third. 

5 — The  scoring  record  for  South  Carolina's 
Little  Four  Tournament:  for  a  single  game,  103 
points;  and  for  total  tournament  play,  205  points 
in  two  games. 

6 — Winner  of  the  highest-scoring  game  in  the 
state,  one  in  which  202  points  were  scored:  PC 
defeating  Wofford,  102-100  for  Little  Four  Champ- 
ionship. 

Individually,  the  Hosemen  were  just  as  im- 
pressive. Capt.  Groninger  made  All-State  for  the 
third  consecutive  year  and  was  named  captain  of 
the  All-Little  Four  Tournament  squad.  Guard  Bill 
Blewett  received  second  team  All-State  and  first 
team  All-Tournament.  And  Forward  Lew  Hawkins 
was  chosen  on  the  All-State  third  team  and  All- 
Tournament  second  squad. 

Groninger  fired  478  points  (18.4)  for  the  year 
to  rank  second  in  the  state  scoring  and  send  his 


BASEBALL 

Presbyterian  College's  baseball  team — under 
the  direction  of  Coach  Sid  Varney — has  just  com- 
pleted its  most  successful  season  in  recent  years. 

The  hard-hitting  Hoseman  cracked  out  13  wins 
against  only  six  defeats  during  the  1951  intercol- 
legiate season.  Four  of  those  losses  were  to  pow- 
erful Newberry,  which  fielded  one  of  the  nation's 
top  college  teams. 

Again  this  year  it  was  Pitcher  Lum  Edwards 
of  Union,  S.  C,  who  set  the  pace  with  his  effective 
hurling.  He  won  eight  of  the  13  victories  while 
losing  four.  And  when  not  pitching,  Edwards  played 
outfield  to  keep  his  big  bat  in  the  game.  As  a  hitter, 
he  batted  .301  and  led  the  team  in  home  runs  with 
five. 

The  real  offensive  star,  however,  was  Right- 
fielder  Kirby  Jackson  of  Sumter,  S.  C.  He  walloped 
the  ball  at  a  terrific  .391  clip,  led  in  runs-batted-in 
with  23,  and  accounted  for  3  homers,  3  triples  and 
2  doubles. 

Freshman  Don  Hattaway  of  Brunswick,  Ga., 
turned  out  to  be  the  "find'  of  the  year.  He  developed 
into  a  steady  hitter  and  superlative  fielder,  and 
gave  indication  of  future  stardom  in  his  next  three 
years. 

Third  Baseman  Byron  King  and  Shortstop 
Dick  Weldon,  both  of  Bennettsville,  S.  C,  also 
swung  heavy  bats  while  fielding  well  on  defense. 
King  hit   .330;   Weldon,   .266. 

Other  Hose  batting  averages  include:  Hatta- 
way, .263;  Outfielder  Ankie  Rowe  and  Catcher  Burl 
Allen,  .236;  Outfielder  LaNue  Floyd,  .225;  and  Out- 
fielder Regis  Kimsey,  .220. 


three-year  total  to  1,044.  Blewett  averaged  16.3  in 
basketing  425  points,  fourth  among  state  scorers; 
and  Hawkins  hit  for  325  points  to  rank  seventh 
as  a  scorer. 

Two  other  Blue  Stockings  sank  better  than  200 
points  for  the  year:  Center  Kay  Hill,  with  265;  and 
Guard  Skip  Skinner,  with  227.  Guard  Paul  Nye 
led  as  a  playmaker,  averaging  4  assists  per  game. 

Rounding  out  Presbyterian's  championship 
squad  were:  Guard  Kirby  Jackson,  Forwards  Bill 
Carter  and  Frank  Hill  and  Centers  Ed  Thompson 
and  Ken  Horn.

A  new  coach  has  been  added  to  the  Presbyter- 
ian College  athletic  staff. 

He  is  Norman  L.  Sloan,  former  North  Caro- 
lina State  athlete  who  succeeds  Gene  Lorendo  as 
head  basketball  coach  and  football  assistant.  Lo- 
rendo accepted  a  coaching  position  at  Auburn  at 
the  close  of  the  1951  basketball  season. 

Athletic  Director  Walter  A.  Johnson  announced 
he  selected  Sloan  from  among  a  number  of  appli- 
cants for  the  post. 

Sloan  will  be  graduated  from  the  Tar  Heel 
institution  in  June  and  plans  to  move  his  family — 
wife  and  baby — directly  to  Clinton.  During  his 
playing  days  at  N.  C.  State,  Sloan  saw  three  years 
of  varsity  basketball  experience  under  the  famous 
Everett  Case.  Prior  to  that,  he  had  played  three 
years  of  basketball  in  the  Navy  and  also  in  high 
school. 

The  new  Presbyterian  coach  put  in  two  years 
of  varsity  football  as  back  and  end  under  Coach 
Beattie  Feathers  of  N.  C.  State.  He  will  handle 
the  ends  at  PC,  while  Coach  Sid  Varney  coaches 
the  remainder  of  the  line  and  Head  Coach  Lonnie 
S.  McMillian  concentrates  upon  the  backfield. 

For  the  past  two  years  while  attending  State, 
Sloan  has  officiated  high  school  and  Southern  Con- 
ference freshman  basketball  games  and  spent  his 
summers  as  a  playground  director  in  the  Raleigh 
recreation  system. 

Sloan  is  25  and  a  native  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.

PRESENT  ARMS! 

MILITARY  UNIT  SHINES 


Military  men  of  Presbyterian  once  more  have 
sustained  the  high  rating  of  the  college's  crack 
ROTC  unit. 

The  battalion  underwent  a  thorough  examina- 
tion during  the  two-day  annual  Federal  Inspection 
early  in  May  and  received  high  praise  from  all 
members  of  the  inspecting  team  as  the  best  unit 
examined  to  date. 

The  Presbyterian  unit,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the 
nation,  has  consistently  been  awarded  top  rating 
and  acquired  a  reputation  for  efficiency.  This  repu- 
tation has  become  magnified  through  the  years 
since  the  PC  battalion  was  established  in  1919  just 
after  World  War  I.  The  national  ROTC  program 
had  been  in  operation  only  a  few  months  when  a 
military  department  was  installed  at  PC. 

It  was  a  small  command  at  the  beginning,  but 
today  the  battalion  roster  carries  232  names.  They 
form  a  cadet  battalion  staff,  three  companies  and 
the  band.  From  their  ranks  also  comes  the  rifle 
team  and  special  drill  platoon. 

Presbyterian's  ROTC  has  been  turning  out 
high-type  reserve  officers  ever  since  its  early  1919 
start.  More  than  1,000  alumni-at-arms  served  their 
country  in  every  theatre  of  operation  during  World 
War  II,  many  rising  to  high  rank  and  distinction. 

The  man  who  probably  best  exemplifies  the 
finest  type  officer  trained  in  PC's  unit  is  Lt.  Col. 
George  L.  Mabry,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1941  and  currently  stationed  in  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone.  For  action  in  World  War  II,  he  won  every 
bravery  citation  bestowed  by  this  country,  includ- 
ing the  coveted  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor — 
America's  highest  decoration  for  courage  in  action. 

Sistar  Heads  Orphanage 

The  Rev.  William  C.  Sistar  '26  recently  be- 
came superintendent  of  Palmer  Orphanage  in  Co- 
lumbus, Miss.,  a  Presbyterian  orphan  home  founded 
by  one  of  P.  C.'s  earliest  graduates. 

Sistar  began  his  new  duties  on  Dec.  1  after 
serving  9  Vz  years  as  pastor  of  the  Georgia  Ave- 
nue Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta.  He  succeeded 
John  F.  Frierson  as  orphanage  superintendent. 

Palmer  was  established  in  1895  by  Columbus' 
First  Presbyterian  Church  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Rev.  William  States  Jacobs,  class  of  1890  and 
son  of  P.  C.  founder  Dr.  William  P.  Jacobs. 

Sistar  attended  Presbyterian  after  graduating 
from  Thornwell  Orphanage.  He  completed  his  the- 
ological studies  at  Columbia  Seminary  and  was  or- 
dained n  1929.  Before  stepping  into  the  Georgia 
Avenue  pulpit,  he  served  pastorates  in  Macon,  Fort 
Valley,  Ga.,  Conyers,  Ga.,  and  Smyrna  Church  in 
Atlanta. 

He  received  his  Master  in  Theology  at  Columbia 
Seminary  in  1942  and  served  as  editor-manager  of 
the  Georgia  Synod's  official  publication,  Georgia 
Presbyterian  News,  from  1946  until  his  departure. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Sarah  Frances  Rowland 
and  has  two  children.

Association  President  Bob  Wylie  '33  of  Char- 
lotte presided  at  the  meeting  which  was  attended 
by:  Dr.  Addison  W.  Simpson  of  Washington,  Ga., 
director  for  Georgia;  Allsobrook  McCall  of  Flor- 
ence, director  for  South  Carolina;  Association  vice- 
president  Charles  Garrison  of  Greenville;  the  Rev. 
Alex  R.  Batchellor  of  Atlanta,  president  of  the  At- 
lanta Chapter;  Charlotte  Chapter  president  J.  H. 
Query;  Dr.  Duncan  C.  Alford  of  Spartanburg;  Joe 
Gilmore  of  Atlanta;  Association  Secretary-Treas- 
urer Tom  Plaxico  of  Clinton;  and  Dr.  Marshall  W. 
Brown,  Walter  A.  Johnson  and  Ben  Hay  Hammet, 
all  of  the  college. 

The  board  selected  P.  S.  Bailey  of  Clinton  to 
receive  the  1951  alumni  Gold  P,  discussed  the  pos- 
sibilities of  initiating  a  Living  Endowment  cam- 
paign and  selected  Nov.  3  (PC-Catawba  football 
game)  as  the  date  for  1951  Homecoming. 

President  Brown  reported  on  the  college.  He 
pointed  out  that  a  deficit  is  expected  this  year  for 
the  first  time  in  the  past  five  years  and  cited  the 
loss  of  some  80  students  to  the  armed  forces  in  the 
past  year  as  the  main  reason.  He  said  strong  efforts 
are  being  made  by  the  college  to  get  students  and 
pointed  to  a  decided  increase  in  advanced  reserva- 
tions over  last  year  as  indication  of  effectiveness 
in  this  line.  Dr.  Brown  also  said  the  ROTC  unit 
assures  the  college  of  232  deferments  during  the 
present  emergency. 

Athletic  Director  Johnson  reviewed  his  work 
of  the  past  year  in  the  athletic  department.  He 
pointed  out  a  number  of  improvements,  including 
an  electric  football  scoreboard,  completion  of  one 
of  South  Carolina's  top  press  boxes  and  paving 
of  walks  and  driveways.  His  main  accomplishment 
of  the  year,  however,  was  the  development  of  a 
$10,000  intramural  field  next  to  Young  Field— a  5.2 
acre  plot  designed  for  numerous  competitive  sports 
and  giving  PC  one  of  the  best  fields  of  its  kind  in 
the  state. 


Student  Short  Story 

A  Presbyterian  College  senior  has  a  short  story 
appearing  in  the  December  issue  of  the  Yale  Re- 
view. 

He  is  Douglas  Kiker  of  Griffin,  Ga.,  former  edi- 
tor of  both  The  Blue  Stocking  and  The  Collegian, 
whose  story  is  entitled  "Somewhere  a  Little  Rain." 

The  Yale  Review  is  a  nationally  distributed 
quarterly  published  by  the  Yale  University  Press 
and  is  considered  one  of  the  top  quality  literary 
magazines  in  the  country. 
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Report  of  Battle 


A  number  of  alumni  are  now  fighting  in  Korea. 
Others  are  now  training  in  this  country  to  go  to 
that  theatre  or  to  other  parts  of  the  world  where 
American  posts  are  manned. 

This  is  a  brief  report  on  some  of  those  men. 

Right  in  the  thick  of  the  Korean  action  is  Lt. 
Marion  Wood  (Co.  F.,  15th  Inf.,  APO  468,  San  Fran- 
cisco), who  received  his  commission  last  June.  He 
wrote  in  mid-March  from  the  Changuidong  area: 

"Well,  I'm  back  out  here  on  Hill  71  for  another 
48  hours.  Some  of  these  smart  GI's  have  been 
walking  on  the  skyline  exposing  themselves  and 
their  positions,  so  ole  Joe  Chinaman  had  quite  a 
warm  reception  for  me  when  I  arrived.  One  round 
threw  shrapnel  on  one  of  my  men — luckily  it  just 
broke  the  skin.  It  seems  people  never  learn  except 
the  hard  way  .  .  .  Say,  you  should  see  my  'mansion' 
back  in  the  battalion  perimeter — it  is  number  one. 
I  have  steps  up  the  side  of  the  mountain  to  my 
hole  which  is  lined  completely  with  mats  and  cov- 
ered well  with  sandbags  .  .  .  When  you  read  the 
news  that  the  3rd  Division  was  patrolling  Seoul, 
it  was  only  my  platoon  reinforced.  I  was  'selected' 
to  take  the  first  patrol  into  the  city  supposedly 
abandoned  by  the  Chinese — I  found  nothing  except 
a  few  dead.  Everyone  came  out  waving  flags,  cry- 
ing, etc. — it  was  a  pitiful  sight.  When  the  commies 
left  they  took  some  10,000  civilians  (men  and 
women)  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  with  them." 

Lt.  Tucker  Irvin  '41  (Co.  A.,  9th  Regt,  2nd 
Div.,  APO  248,  San  Francisco),  also  has  been  see- 
ing more  than  his  share  of  action  in  Korea.  He 
headed  a  company  of  Turkish  soldiers  for  a  time 
and  was  cut  off  with  them  in  the  Communists' 
January  offensive.  Only  five  of  his  company  sur- 
vived, and  Tucker  was  reported  dead.  He  had  a 
brief  rest  but  is  now  back  at  the  front  as  a  staff 
adjutant  with  the  2nd  Division. 

Lt.  Irvin  recently  received  a  citation  from 
his  commanding  officer  for  "initiative  and  tactical 
knowledge"  in  battle.  The  commendation  read: 
"During  your  assignment  as  commander  of  Co.  A 
for  the  period  of  March  1,  1951,  to  March  16,  1951, 
I  wish  to  commend  you  for  your  outstanding  per- 
formance as  a  combat  leader.  The  manner  in 
which  you  assumed  command  when  your  com- 
pany commander  was  wounded  was  an  outstanding 
deed  in  which  you  were  prepared  to  continue  with 
the  mission  assigned  to  your  company  ..." 

Lt.  Irvin  wrote  from  Yulsili,  Korea,  on  March 
16: 

"I  cannot  describe  the  difficulties  we  have  en- 
countered during  the  past  weeks.  Ever  since  Feb. 
9.  we  have  been  attacking  and  retreating  (the  Dutch 
were  adjacent  to  us  when  they  were  so  badly  hit, 
and  we  just  got  out  in  time  .  .  .  two  of  our  jeeps 
didn't).  Then  on  Feb.  22  we  began  a  long  attack 
with  opposition  all  the  way.  This  time  we  haven't 
given  up  anv  ground  but  continued  northward 
from  about  Chupori  (near  Chechon)  east  a  few 
miles  and  almost  directly  north  for  some  25  miles 
to  Yudong-Ni   .  .  .  Now  we  are  leapfrogging   for- 


ward rather  steadily  with  another  regiment  in 
front  .  .  .  The  enemy  opposition  has  weakened 
recently  .  .  .  and  now  we  are  getting  mainly  booby 
traps  and  mines  ..." 

Lt.  Col.  James  L.  Culp  '39  has  been  named 
executive  officer  of  the  G-2  (intelligence)  section  of 
X  Corps  fighting  forces  on  the  mountainous  cen- 
tral front  in  Korea.  He  joined  Gen.  Almond's  staff 
in  April  from  assignment  with  the  G-2  section  of 
General  Headquarters  in  Tokyo.  As  executive  of- 
ficer of  the  intelligence  section,  Col.  Culp  plays 
a  vital  role  in  correllating  and  dissiminating  in- 
formation on  the  enemy. 

The  Bronze  Star  for  meritorious  service  has 
been  awarded  Maj.  Walter  A.  Smith,  Jr.,  '39. 

Smith  is  assigned  to  the  Operations  Evaluation 
Division  of  the  U.  S.  Far  Eastern  Air  Forces  in 
Tokyo.  His  citation  was  made  "in  connection  with 
military  operations  against  an  enemy  from  June  27 
to  Nov.  2,  which  included  detailed  planning  of  air 
strikes. 

A  native  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  Smith  recently 
completed  11  years  in  service  and  27  months  in  the 
Far  Eastern  Air  Force. 

Among  those  also  in  Korea  now  are:  Sgt.  Bill 
Burley  '43,  Lt.  Jim  Harker  '49  and  Lt.  Marvin 
Gibbs  '48.

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child  of  the  two  mother  churches  here  but  is  en- 
tirely independent,  complete  with  General  As- 
sembly, six  synods,  26  Presbyteries  and  72,000 
members.  The  other  evangelical  churches  have 
grown  in  the  same  manner.  So  after  some  ninety 
years  of  the  Light  shed  by  an  unfettered  Bible,  the 
results  are  glorious. 

There  is,  however,  still  much  to  do.  The  Church 
of  Brazil  is  strong  spiritually  but  rather  weak  in 
numbers  and  resources.  It  is  growing  so  fast  in 
the  territory  where  it  is  already  established  that 
it  can  scarcely  take  care  of  its  own  growth,  not 
to  meniton  the  challenge  of  the  great  spreading 
population  in  the  vast  hinderland.  That  is  where 
the  missions  have  their  work.  We  are  working  out 
on  the  fringe  and  going  into  the  interior  with  the 
new  settlers.  What  we  are  trying  to  do  is  to  estab- 
lish churches  that  will  serve  as  foundation  stones 
for  the  building  of  New  Brazil.  That  foundation 
is  what  Brazil  most  needs.  And  it  all  is  so  worth- 
while because  the  Brazilians  are  so  worth-while  in 
themselves. 

If  I  could  only  take  you  with  me  to  visit  in 
one  of  the  cultured  homes  of  Brazil,  introduce  you 
to  the  delightful,  polished  host  you  would  find 
there  and  let  you  feel  out  his  keen  mind,  you  would 
understand  better  what  I  mean  by  worthwhile. 
Then  I  would  like  to  take  you  into  some  of  the 
primitive  homes  that  I  visit  way  out  there  in  the 
beyond.  It  is  rugged.  It  is  primitive  beyond  your 


power  to  imagine,  but  you  would  be  received  with 
the  same  sincere  hospitality  and  they  would  give 
you  the  best  they  have.  Then,  too,  you  would  be 
surprised  at  the  keen  native  intelligence.  Brazil 
is  growing;  it  is  becoming  great.  But  to  be  really 
great  that  country  needs  more  and  more  the  Bible 
as  the  foundation  of  her  gratness  that  she  may  have 
the  moral  stamina  to  withstand  the  heat  of  our 
modern   civilization. 

If  Horace  Greely  knew  Brazil  as  I  do  and  were 
here  today.  I  believe  he  would  change  his  chal- 
lenge to  the  youth  of  America  from:  "Go  West, 
young  man,  go  West",  to  "Go  South,  young  man, 
go  South".  Come  out  to  Brazil  and  Help  Us.

Dr.  Byrd,  class  of  1889  and  noted  Presbyterian 
minister  and  educator,  died  in  Columbia  on  April 
17  at  the  age  of  82.  A  native  of  Laurens,  S.  C,  he 
served  as  president  of  old  Chicora  College  for 
Women  from  1915  until  it  closed  in  the  early  1930's. 
He  became  president  emeritus  of  Queens  Chicora 
College  when  the  institution  moved  to  Charlotte. 

Dr.  Byrd  also  served  as  pastor  of  the  Lafayette 
Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Orleans  and  the  Sion 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Winnsboro,  S.  C.  He  spent 
a  number  of  years  on  the  faculty  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  and  also  took  an  active  inter- 
est in  religious  publications. 

Dr.  Young,  class  of  1899,  died  on  May  14  in 
Clinton — the  town  he  served  faithfully  for  43  years 
as  a  practicing  physician.  Born  in  Laurens  County 
70  years  ago,  he  served  the  community  until  his  re- 
tirement in  1945.  One  of  his  favorite  projects  was 
that  of  physician  for  the  Thornwell  Orphanage 
family,  succeeding  his  father  at  this  post.  He  also 
was  an  elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Clinton. 

Player  '26,  was  a  special  assistant  to  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  Edward  W.  Barrett  when  death 
claimed  him  on  March  30  in  Washington.  D.  C.  A 
former  newspaperman,  the  44-year-old  alumnus 
joined  the  State  Department  staff  in  1949.  Upon 
his  death,  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Acheson  said 
that  for  Player  no  task  was  too  great  to  undertake 
so  as  it  was  in  the  interest  of  his  country  and  his 
fellowman.  Player  was  a  native  of  Greensboro,  N.  C.

S.  Richardson  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  for  Vick  Chemical  Com- 
pany. And  H.  M.  McLaurin  of  Wedgefield,  S.  C, 
has  established  a  Memorial  Scholarship  Foundation 
of  $4,325  in  memory  of  his  wife,  the  late  Jennie 
Cooper  McLaurin. 

Dr.  Brown  conferred  with  Dr.  Richardson  on 
a  recent  visit  to  New  York,  and  the  latter  expressed 
interest  in  Presbyterian  College.  His  contribution 
to  the  scholarship  fund  followed. 

The  McLaurin  Foundation,  established  by  a 
gift  of  stocks,  will  provide  annual  loans  to  "worthy 
potential  Christian  leaders  who  possess  definite 
Christian  convictions. 

President  Brown,  in  announcing  the  two  new 
scholarship  funds,  expressed  satisfaction  over  the 
increasing  support  being  given  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege in  the  form  of  outright  contributions  and 
memorial  foundations.  He  pointed  out  that  these 
two  are  the  latest  of  a  number  of  scholarship  funds 
established  in  recent  months.

S.  C.  This  tape  will  be  used  in  the  nation-wide 
broadcast. 

Mutual  each  week  has  been  carrying  this 
program  which  features  the  outstanding  college 
glee  clubs  of  the  country  on  its  coast-to-coast  hook- 
up of  140  stations. 

The  Presbyterian  College  choir  has  been 
achieving  more  and  more  prominence  during  the 
past  several  years  as  it  carried  its  musical  mes- 
sage to  all  parts  of  the  South.  It  made  special 
tours  of  Georgia  and  Virginia,  in  addition  to  week- 
end appearances  in  South  and  North  Carolina, 
and  has  toured  three  other  Southern  states  in 
recent  years.
